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RECEIPTS OF FISHERY PRODUCTS AT CHICAGO, 1943

Rapidly growing importance of Chicago as the nation's leading inland wholesale market 
and receiving and distribution center was indicated by 1943 receipts of fishery products in 
that city, Over 84 million pounds of fresh and frozen fishery products, in 165 classifica- 
tions, were received during 1943. Shipments from 34 states, Alaska, and 8 Canadian Provinces 
provided Chicago with the heaviest volume of fishery receipts since Market News data were 
first obtained in 1938, The year's receipts consisted of 55 fresh-water, 88 salt-water, and 
22 shellfish items and represented an increase of approximately 16 million pounds or 23 per- 
cent compared to 1942. 


Analysis of the 1943 receipts--Table I--shows that, although handicapped by lack of 
gear and manpower, intensified efforts of the industry enabled Chicago dealers to receive 
and distribute 36 percent more salt-water fish, 18 percent more fresh-water fish, and 13 
percent more shellfish than during 1942.

Fifteen of the sources of Chicago's supply in the United States, Alaska, and Canada 
were particularly important, Leading in domestic shipments were Wisconsin and Massachusetts, 
each accounting for 11 percent of the total: receipts, and following were Michigan, with 9 
percent; Louisiana and Minnesota, 6 percent each; Washington and Ohio, 4 percent each; Illi- 
nois, Iowa, and Texas, 3 percent each; and New York and Alaska, each 2 percent, British 
Columbia, Manitoba, and Nova Scotia led the shippers of imported fishery products to Chicago, 
accounting for 13, 10, and 4 percent, respectively, of the total volume, It is interesting 
to note that these three provinces contributed 81 percent of the total imported figure of 
approximately 27 million pounds, Receipts from the most important shipping sources are 
shown in greater detail in Table II. 


Reflecting the serious rubber and gasoline problems, transport by motor trucks declined 
24 percent in poundage during 1943 in comparison with 1942 figures, while accompanying rises 
of 82 percent in express and 25 percent in freight usage occurred, Tables III and IV show 
that 42 percent of all classifications.arrived by rail express, 35 percent by rail freight, 
and 23 percent by motor trucks, Rail freight's share of the shipments remained the same 
as in 1942, but express increased its proportion from2sg to 42 percent at the expense of truck

transport, which, in 1942, handled 37 percent, Canadian imports show more strongly the con- 
servative use of truck shipments, Forty-eight percent of the total imported poundage arrived 
via express, an increase of 121 percent over 1942, Rail freight accounted for 47 percent, 
an increase of 5 percent, Trucks carried but 5 percent of a11 imports, a decline of 45 per- 
cent from last year, 


The most noticeable and important change in 1943 in the nature of the products handled 
in Chicago's markets was a trend toward proportionately greater supplies of filleted fishery

products, Filleted fresh-water fish receipts amounted to 526,000 pounds, 21 times the 1942 
volume, They consisted chiefly of blue pike, lake herring, pickerel, sauger, sheepshead, 
suckers, whitefish, and yellow pike, Filleted salt-water products totaled 8,296,000 pounds, 
an increase of 13 percent over 1942, made up principally of 18 species including cod, floun- 
ders, haddock, mackerel, sea herring, pollock, rosefish, sablefish, sole, and whiting, 


Again in 1943, the three leading species in volume were fresh and frozen halibut with 
a total of 11,436,000 pounds, fresh and frozen shrimp with 8,793,000 pounds, and fresh and 
frozen lake trout with 7,002,000 pounds, The near total feilure of the 1943 smelt run in 
the Great Lakes, due to an unexplained phenomenon of nature, decreased the receipts of this 
variety to 32 percent of the 1942 total, 


Greater employment of formerly unutilized or under-utilized species was reflected in 
receipts of the following varieties: cusk, eel (ocean) pout, grouper, hake, lingcod, permit, 
rockfish, sockeye salmon, shark, and squid. The filleting and amoking of carp, buffalofish, 
and sheepshead also was carried on fairly extensively at various times throughout the year, 


Table V demonstrates that the form in which products were marketed followed rather 
closely the 1942 trend fram frozen products to an expanded utilization of fresh and filleted 
forms, Of 33 leading varieties observed, 26 clearly indicated the 1943 trend to fresh and

filleved fish, while 7 varieties showed a decline, Im the frozen category, receipts of 15 
species increased, A considerable proportion consisted of frozen fillets or were varieties 
handled for the first time during the year, Twelve species showed pronounced declines from 
1942 frozen receipts, 


Classifications and weights of species used by most dealers are listed in Table VI, 
The market has nO fixed standards of grade or weight, but small fish are required to meet 
legal length restrictions imposed by State laws,

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The month of heaviest trading in 1943 was May, whereas October had been the most impor- 
tant month in volume in each of the previous four years, The shift was due chiefly to con- 
centrated receipts of fresh halibut, shrimp, leke trout, and sheepshead in May, these four 
items accounting for 49 percent of the month's totel, Smallest receipts were recorded in 
January, when 5,124,936 pounds arrived, Fresh-water receipts were largest in November, but 
remained uniformly high throughout the year, Salt-water deliveries came in largest amounts 
in August, with May through September--when fresh halibut was being received--a period of 
outstanding activity. November, the month of largest arrivals of shucked oysters and frozen 
shrimp, recorded by far the largest receipts of shellfish, Table VII lists by percentage 
index the relative importance of each month's receipts of each item,

VESSELS DENIED SHARK FISHING PERMITS 


Coordinator of Fisheries Harold L, Ickeson February 1 denied the appeal of the captains 
of four West Coast fishing vessels from a decision denying them permits to fish for sherks 
out of Seattle, The permits had been denied by the Area Coordinator because the vessels had 
been taken out of the crucial pilchard or sardine fishery at San Francisco, This was the 
first occasion on which such action had been taken against a fishing vessel for abandoning 
the pilchard fishery, The vessels, all of Seattle, are of the purse seiner type, The owers 
are: 


Arthur Edwards, Marconia Ole Edwards, J, B, Edwards 
Asbjorn Anderson, Vashon P, M, Pederson, mony 


The pilchard fishery produces some 25 percent in weight of all U. S, and Alaske fish 
production, Due to the great importance of the fishery as a producer of low-cost, high- 
protein content food as well es essential byproducts such as Vitemin D oil and fish meal, 
special efforts to maintain production have been made ever since the beginning of the war, 
This seasonthe fishery has been regulated by the Coordinator of Fisheries under a Coordinated 
Pilchard Production Plan, One of the provisions of the order establishing this plan is that 
no West Coast vessel which has previously fished for pilchards may fish for pilchards or any 
other fish without a permit from the Coordinator, This was designed to maintain the size of 
the pilchard fleet, which has been considerably diminishec by requisitioning craft by the 
armed services, at as high a level as possible, 


Tne food production of vessels in the pilchard fishery is approximately one hundred 
times greater than in the shark fishery, This year the production of pilchards has been 
considerably lower than the quote set by the WEA, Despite the continued need for production 
of pilchards, the four captains took their vessels out of the fishery and applied for permits 
to fish for sharks out of Seattle, In their appeal from the action of the Area Coordinator 
in denying these permits they stated that (1) they were not fully aware of the terms of the 
regulations, (2) that the pilchard fishing was unsatisfactory, and (3) that they were unable 
to hold their crews in the pilchard fishery, The Coordinator found as fact that copies of 
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the regulations, and explanations of the regulations, were widely distributed and were readily 
available; that the vessels left before it could be definitely determined whether the pil- 
chard fishery would be relatively successful this season; and that no reasonable effort, if 
any, was made to hold the crews, ° 


Under the Coordinator's decision, permits for shark fishing may be given to the owners 
of the four vessels at the end of the pilchard season at San Francisco, February 15, or at 
such a time as the Area Coordinator may determine that continuation of vessels in the fishery 
would not measurably increase production, 


PILCHARD PRODUCTION DIRECTIONS SUSPENDED BETWEEN SEASONS 


Area II Coordinator's General Directions 1 to 7,inclusive,were suspended for the several 
ports in Area II, for the period between sardine seasons as defined for those ports, Until 
the opening of the season in the fall of 1944, the General Directions will not be applicable 
at the ports of San Francisco and Monterey after 12:01 a.m.,Februery 17, 1944, nor at the 
port of San Pedro after 12:01 a,m,, March 2, 1944. 


This action was taken in General Direction No, 8, dated February 15, issued by the 
Coordinator of Area II, Office of the Coordinator of Fisheries, 


FAILURE OF GREAT LAKES SMELT RUN FOR 1944 FORECAST 


The disaster which wiped out uncounted millions of Great Lakes smelt last year is be- 
lieved to have been so complete that in all probability none at all will be taken this spring 
when smelt normally swarm into the tributary streams of Lake Michigan and other Great Lakes, 
the Office of the Coordinator of Fisheries reported February 16, 


The smelt, small silvery fish related to the salmon family, normally provide a catch of 
about five million pounds by commercial fishermen, plus perhaps two or three times as much 
taken by amateur fishermen at the time of the spring spawning runs, Last winter the first 
indication of serious mortality among the smelt was noticed in southern Lake Michigan, at a 
time when fishermen in the northern part of the lake were making their usual large catches 
through the ice, As the winter progressed, the mysterious epidemic spread northward through- 
out Lake Michigan and into the other Great Lakes with the result that not more than a million 
pounds were caught in the entire area, Dr, John Van Oosten, Area Coordinator of Fisheries 
for the Great Lakes, reported recently that the only smelt catch he had heard of this winter 
was that of a single fisherman who took two pounds - about 20 fish - fram his nets, 


Another indication that the smelt have been practically wiped out is the fact that last 
sumer scientists found none in the stomachs of lake trout, which normally prey on smelt 
during the summer, Dr. Van Oosten said, Reports from the State of New York indicate that 
the smelt died out in the Finger Lakes also last winter, Although a large number of the fish 
were examined by pathologists for traces of disease, no clue to the cause of the mysterious 
epidemic has been found, 


Smelt are not native to the Great Lakes but were introduced from New England in 1906, 
From initial plantings of about sixteen million eggs in Crystal Lake, Michigan, they mlti- 
plied and spread throughout the Great Lakes area, The center of the commercial fishery is 
now Lake Michigan, and more specifically the Green Bay ares, 


Not only commercial fishermen, but amateurs of all ages for many years have looked for- 
ward to the annual spawning runs of the smelt, Some time between mid-March and mid-April, 
or as soon as the ice broke up in the streams, the smelt in previous years have entered the 
tributaries of the lakes in enormous numbers and were scooped up in dipnets by smelt enthu- 
siasts who lined the banks, Since the smelt ran chiefly at night, the dipping continued 
throughout the night, and large bonfires were built on the banks, The smelt has been con- 
sidered one of the choicest of panfishes and carload lots were shipped to New York, Boston, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, and other cities, 


Whether some remnant of the Great Lakes smelt population has escaped destruction and 
may eventually restore the fishery is unknown, 
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COORDINATOR'S OFFICE DISCUSSES 1944, FISH PRODUCTION 


Representatives of the U. S, fishing industry met in Washington,February 2 and 3, with 
officials of the Office of the Coordinator of Fisheries and the Service's Division of Fishery 
Industries to confer on wartime production problems of the fisheries and to lay down a pro- 
gram of operation for 1944, This was the second annual conference held to discuss means of 
increasing the production of fishery products, It was attended by representatives of the 
industry of the Atlantic, Gulf, and Pacific Coasts and the Great Lakes Area, some 20 field 
representatives of the Office of the Coordinator of Fisheries and key officials of the Co- 
ordinator's Washington office,

Following a procedure established in 1943, the representatives drew up an estimate of 
fishery production for 1941, basing their predictions on the most reliable indexes available, 
As in 1943, recognition was taken of natural, sociological, mechanical, and economic factors 
that can directly and indirectly affect production, Past records form the most reliable 
guide to fishery production and, with manpower conditions predicted as increasingly severe 
for 19i,4--with little improvement in other factors, the catches for 1942 and 1943 were used 
to form a base from which probable change was forecast, Totel production for 1943 and 1944, 
compared with U, S, requirements campiled by the War Food Administration, is presented in 
Table I, accompanied by the most important increases and decreases from 1942 totals which 
occurred in 1943.

DECISION RENDERED IN OIL POLLUTION OF OYSTER GROUNDS 


The Supreme Court of the State of Louisiana in the test case of Ludwig Doucet vs, The 
Texas Company, et al, has upheld the property right of lessees of public beds in the oysters 
on those beds and has protected the rights of such lessees against pollution of the waters 
covering those beds by others incident to industriel operations also under State lease, The 
Doucet case has been before the courts of Louisiana for more than ten years and at the tine 
of its appeal to the Supreme Court of Louisiana, the record comprised 19 volumes, consist- 
ing of 4,577 pages, The lower court originally decided in favor of the Texas Company and 
this decision was reversed in the Supreme Court order, 
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First filed in 1933, the suit was for $10,650 damages which Doucet charged was the 
value of oysters killed during the 1932-33 season as the result of the company's pollution 
of the waters in Lake Pelto, where his leased oyster beds lay, and surrounding bodies of 
water--Terrebone Bay, Lake Barre, Timbalier Bay, and Bay Sainte Elaine--by its negligence 
in discharging into these waters during the course of its oil operations in Lake Barre and 
Lake Pelto large quantities of oil, waste, refuse, salt water waste, and poisonous gases,

= The Supreme Court held, after an extensive consideration of testimony, that a soluble 
fraction of the oil, such as polluted the waters in question, would deleteriously affect 
x the oysters' ability to take in food; thet in some concentrations the oysters were found 
unable to feed at all; and that the death of the oysters in this case was due to starvation 
because of the pollution, 


The court in this decision by Justice Fournet also held that it was never the intention 
of the Louisiana legislature to "give to the mineral lessees the right to operate or conduct 
their operations in such a manner as to pollute the waters over these beds and bottoms in 
utter disregard of the rights of the oyster lessees," 


WMC OUTLINES BASIS FOR ALLOCATING LABOR 


A revised list of essential activities was released February 25 by the Wer Manpower 
Commission, All changes up to and including January 15, 1944, were included, Anaouncement 
of changes have been made fram time to time but this is the first complete list published 
~ since December 1942, The list serves 4s a general guide upon which manpower progrems for 
h allocating labor to the different needs are based, It is primarily designed for the use 
of the United States Employment Service and the Selective Service System, The employment 
stabilization programs of WMC set forth the conditions under which workers may transfer from 
job to job, the conditions varying in accordcance with whether or not the worker has been or 
is currently employed in an essential activity, The list is used by USES offices in deter- 
mining the essentiality of the worker's employment, and Selective Service Boards use the list 
in reviewing requests for occupational deferment, 


The criteria followed in determining whether or not an activity is to be included in 
the List of Essential Activities are prescribed in WMC Directive No, 1, These criteria are 
as follows: 


1, Activities directly engaged in the production of war materials such as ships, aircraft, 
guns, etc.3 

2. Activities necessary for the maintenance of the production of war materials included in 
No, 1 above such as mining, communication, transportation; or 

3. Activities essential for the maintenance of national safety, health, and interest, such 
as medical, mrsing, and welfare services, 


The collateral tests taken into account after it has been decided that an activity meets 
one or more of the above criteria are: 


1, Are the facilities and resources for maintaining the production of the item under con- 
sideration adequate to meet minimum wartime needs? 

2. If the facilities and resources are adequate and urgent wer needs are not being met, 
could such needs be met through the establishment of production and distribution 
controls? 

3. If the facilities and resources are inadequate, is the shortage of manpower one of the 

- factors that limit the production? 


The list of activities constitutes those that have been declared essential on the basis 
of the above criteria, The list consists of 35 broad categories, The specific references 
made to the products, services, and facilities are only generally descriptive of the types 
of activities regarded as essential, Category No, 5 in the List of Essential Activities is 
Agriculture and Conmercial Fishing, while No, 6, Processing of Food, includes production of 
; fish, prepared feeds for animals and fowls, fats and oils, dried, preserved, dehydrated, 
| frozen, canned, and other special-processed foods, Commercial fishing includes fish hatch- 
eries (conservation or commercial) and sponges: Gathering, bleaching, cutting, and trimming, 
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FOOD RATIONING FOR FISHING VESSELS REVISED BY OPA 


A new allotment plan for rationing foods to institutional users was instituted effec- 
tive March 1, 1944. The various changes were announced on February 15, in Amendment 46 to 
General Ration Order 5. Fishing craft, formerly Group III institutional users, were put in 
a new Group IV which comprises all institutional establishments operated by an employer or 
by his employees principally for the purpose of feeding these employees in connection with 
their work, 


The plan, designed to accomplish 4 more equitable distribution of food to commercial 
eating places, primarily involves a change inthe wey in which these places will report their 
count on "the number of persons served," Heretofore, an institutional user included in this 
count all persons to whom either "food" or "refreshments" were served, both for the "base 
period" in December 1942, and for each current allotment period, Beginning January 1, these 
two groups will be counted separately, 


For the purpose of separating the two groups, "refreshments" are defined to include ail 
items commonly known as such, It includes, but is not limited to, all beverages such as 
alcoholic and carbonated beverages; fruit and vegetable juices; soft drinks such as orange- 
ade and lemonade; milk and milk drinks such as malted milk, milk shakes and chocolate floats; 
tea, cocoa, coffee, coffee substitutes, hot chocolate; and ice cream sodas, The term also 
includes items such 4s ice cream dishes of all kinds, ice cream cones, sherbets, snowballs, 
popcorn, potato chips, peanuts, candy and pretzels, All other types of foods are counted as 
"food served," including, for example, 4 sandwich, a bowl of soup, eggs, a dish of cereal, 
a piece of pie, and other single dishes, as well as all regular meals, 





The new basis for granting food allotments will be figured by the local War Price and 
Rationing Board with which the fishermen or the respective corporation is registered, In 
order to make it possible for boserds to comply with the regulations the registrants are 
asked to supply the boards with the following information: 


(a) "Form R-1307 Supplement" which is an amendment to R-1307, the original registration, 
to be filed between March 1 and March 15, 194, It contains a breakdown of the December 1 
figures according to the new definitions of services of "refreshments" only, and of "food," 
For the campletion of this form OPA will accept an estimate of the figure where records are 
not available, To prevent any disadvantage to the fishermen it should be emphasized that 
the "total number of persons served" means the actual number of servings of food, i.e., a 
meal or sandwich, For example, if three persons on a fishing boat each gets five meals, the 
total number of persons served "food" is 15 a day or 450 a month of 30 days, In the same 
way, if ten men are on a boat and each man drinks six cups of coffee between meals a day, 
the number of persons served "refreshments" is 60 per day or 1800 per month, The "Form R-1307 
Supplement" must be completed under all circumstances, 


If the local board is not able to calculate the new allotments in time for fishing 
vessels to receive their rationed food allotment for March and April, OPA has stated that 
the local board can allot the same quantity as received for the allotment period of January 
and February, However, all fishing vessels must have filed "Form R-1307 Supplement" with 
the local board before they can receive their food allotment, based either on the old calcu- 
lation or on the new, 


(bv) Form R-1309 has to be completed for each allotment period which is for two months, 
Beginning March 1, 1944, in place of the card, Form R-1309, formerly filed, "Form R-1309 
revised" will be used, For the questions referring to the number of persons, the same in- 
terpretation has to be applied as shown above under (a), "Form R-1309 revised" is com- 
paratively simple, It contains 18 blanks of which only 12 heve to be filled in by fishermen, 


For both forms, namely, "R-1307 Supplement" and "R-1309 revised," the blanks which 
provide for figures on "gross dollar revenue" for food services, do not have to be filled in 
by fishermen because they do not usually pay for food services, 


A special feature of the new allotment plan is that it provides that a certain class of 
"heavy workers" will be granted special allotments of rationed foods to meet the nutritional 
needs of these workers, At present a study is being made by the War Food Administration of 
the food requirements of fishermen to determine how much additional allotment they should 
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have, It seems quite certain thet fishermen will receive special consideration, The QPA may 
possibly later require a log book or statement showing the number of days spent fishing, 


EXTRA PERIOD ALLOWED BY OPA FOR COMPUTING INSTITUTIONAL ALLOTMENTS 


Local ration boards that have not had time to compute new allotments for an institu- 
tional user by March 15, for his March-April allotment period, may issue him a certificate 
in an amount equal to his January-February allotment instead, the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration announced February 25, This will give both ration boards and institutional users 
a little extra time to adjust to the recently announced plan for computing allotments sepa- 
rately for services of food and services of refreshments, 


New allotments are based in part on information which institutional users supplied 
their boards on OPA Form R-1307 Supplement on February 1, However, some boards will be 
unable to finish computing new allotments by March 15, and permission to issue an "interim" 
ration certificate will make it possible for an institutional user to operate while his new 
allotments are being computed, 


If the certificate issued him is in excessof the amount thathe should have been allowed 
for March and April, tne difference will be deducted fram his subsequent allotment, 


In providing this time adjustment, OPA points out that boards cannot compute new allot- 
ments if the new registration form (OPA R-1307 Supplement) was not filed on February 1 as 
scheduled, Neither can boards figure allotments until they have received the regular appli- 
cation for the current allotment period (Form 1309 revised), Deadline for the latter is 
now set for April l, 


Amendment 47 to General Ration Order 5 became effective February 29, 1944. 


OPA LISTS REPORTS REQUIRED FROM PROCESSED FOOD HANDLERS 


A complete list of the reports, records, and registrations required of persons dealing 
in processed foods was published in 4 new section of Revised Ration Order 13, the Office of 
Price Administration announced February 24, 


This list, issued for the convenience of the trade, is published in two parts, The 
first part summarizes the records that wholesalers, retailers, processors, industrial users, 
end certain consumers must keep of their inventories, transfers, and use of processed foods, 
The second part tells who must register under the processed foods order, and what reports 
such registrants must make to the Office of Price Administration, The list is contained in 
Amdt, 10 to Revised Ration Order 13, effective February 29, 1944. Excerpts follow:

CURTAILMENT OF REFRIGERATOR CAR USE ASKED 


The Office of Defense Transportation on February 1 called for drastic curtailment of 
the use of refrigerator cars by all shippers during the next two months to alleviate the 
current shortage of such cars in the perishable food producing states, "The supply of re- 
frigerator cars is becoming tighter with each day's loading, and 4 restriction in their use 
is necessary if we are to transport the fruits, vegetables, seed potatoes, and other perish- 
able products and move them at the proper time to avoid loss," the ODT said, 


The ODT requested shippers of beer, wine, and canned goods to reduce their requirements 
for refrigerator cars by 50 percent during the next 60 days, If this reduction is made 
voluntarily, the ODT pointed out, shippers of such products may avoid the imposition of an 
Interstate Commerce Cammission service order, 


PURCHASE OF FIBRE AND WOODEN SHIPPING CONTAINERS RESTRICTED 


Wooden and fibre shipping containers needed for shipping a product may be purchased 
with the rating assigned for producing the product, under the terms of revised Preference 
Rating Order P-140 and 4 new Order P-146, issued February 29, the War Production Board an- 
nounced, Order P-140, amended, covers any wooden shipping container, while the new Order 
P-146 covers new fibre shipping containers, Formerly, both types were covered by Order 
P-140, which assigned ratings for containers independent of the production material ratings, 


The method of assigning ratings for delivery employed in these orders is designed to 
bring the container rating system in line with WPB rating policy, Order P-146 affects any 
new box, crate, case, basket, inner carton, hamper or sleeve, in set-up or knock-down form, 
that is made wholly or in part from solid fibre of forty-five thousandths of an inch or 
heavier, or corrugated fibre, used for the delivery or shipment of materials, P-146 does 
not cover combination wood-and-fibre shipping containers consisting of 50 percent or more 
wood by area, 


Order P-140,as amended, covers any new or used shipping container, in set-up or knock- 
down form, made wholly or partly of wood, that is usedfor shipment or delivery of commodities, 
Wooden shipping containers as defined in P-140 do not include containers made of more than 
50 percent corrugated or solid fibre by area, 


Container users, operating under the Vontrolled Materials Plan or other WPB regulations, 
who are assigned ratings to purchase materials physically incorporated into the product, 
may use that same rating to replace containers in inventory, The orders also assign ratings 
for the purchase of containers for products that are manufactured or produced without a pro- 
duction material rating, Many products are listed in Schedule A, which among other things 
covers 4ll foods and a large number of other products and materials that are not normally 
produced by manufacturers who are assigned production material ratings, 


Other methods of obtaining ratings with which to purchase wooden and fibre shipping 
containers are also provided in the orders for those users who do not heve a production 
material rating and whose product is not shown in Schedule A, Such users, under certain 
circumstances, may extend the ratings they receive, This may be done, for example, by 4 
person who sells material that he does not manufacture, Provision is made also for ratings 
for the manufacturers or jobbers of inner containers or closures, A person not entitled to 
use the ratings assigned in other provisions of the orders may use an AA-2X rating if his 
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blanket Maintenance, Repair and Operating Supplies rating is AA-1, and AA-3 rating if his 
blanket MRO rating is AA-2, or an AA-5 rating if his blanket MRO rating is AA-3 or lower, 


In cases of extreme hardship or in special instances where it is determined that the 
war effort will be aided by so doing, it is provided that special ratings may be assigged 
by WPB for the purchase of shipping containers, 


The preference ratings assigned or permitted to be used by the orders may be applied to 
unfilled purchase orders for containers that were placed prior to February 29, All ratings 
applied to or extended to any purchase order before the effective date of the new orders 
(February 29), become ineffective after April 29.

EXPORT PACKAGING SPECIFICATIONS REVISED BY WFA 


A new set of export packaging specifications, superseding those contained in FSC-174,2-C, 
was announced by the War Food Administration in FSC-1742-D, dated February 25, All vendors 
were instructed to use the specified types of boxes as rapidly as existing stocks on hand 
or under contract are exhausted, Boxes to be used for a product for export will be desig- 
nated in the announcement requesting offers of the product, Unless otherwise specified, 
the weight of contents of a fiberboard box shall not exceed 65 pounds,

FISHERIES OF THE GULF OF MEXICO 


Shrimp production in the Gulf area for January and February was 22,940 barrels, compared 
with 28,189 barrels in 1943, according to the Service's New Orleans Market News office, The 
bulk of these was sold fresh or frozen, Reportedly, cannery help was scarce and the mar- 
gins of profit were more favorable on fresh and frozen shrimp than on the canned product, 
The following table compares the proportions of shrimp diverted to canning and for other 
purposes in 1943 and 1944.

FISHERIES OF WASHINGTON AND OREGON 


Otter trawl and shark fishing were the most important activities inthe Northwest Pacific 
fisheries again in February, according to the Service's representatives in that area, Receipts 
in the Seattle market, principal distributing center for this area, were consistently behind 
those of a year ago during this month, partly due to the greatly decreased catches of smelt 
in the Columbia River for the early part of the current season, Prices for dressed soupfin 
shark in February ranged from 7 to 12 cents per pound and the livers of this species were 
reported to be bringing $6.50 per pound,

Fishing vessels delivering their catch to the ports of Boston and Gloucester, Mass,, 
and Portland, Maine, in January landed 10,097,760 pounds of fishery products, valued at 
$679,451, according to Current Fishery Statistics No, 109, published by the Fish and Wild- 
life Service, These were the lowest landings reported for this month since 1923, The catch 
was reduced by inaction of the major part of the Boston fleet during the first three weeks 
of the month due to 4 price dispute, Cod, haddock, and rosefish accounted for 78 percent of 
the January landings, 


The over-all weighted average price per pound received by the fishermen was 6,73 cents 
@s compared with 5,65 cents during December 1943, and 9,10 cents during January 1943.

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NEW, YORK SALT-WATER RECEIPTS GAIN IN JANUARY 


Receipts of fishery products at the salt-water market in January showed increases of 
1l percent as compared with the previous month and 1 percent as compared with January 1943, 
according to the Service's Market News office in New York, 


Vessel lendings, of which there were none during December due to vessel tie-ups, rose 
to 1,048,000 pounds in January, Receipts from New England ports increased greatly, due to 
the resumption of fishing activities by fishermen operating out of Boston and New Bedford, 
Yellowtail receipts from New Bedford were an especielly large factor in the increase, The 
greatest gain occurred during the latter part of the month, 


On January 27, the OPA reteil ceiling prices became effective, The market was liberally 
supplied with fish, but retailers were reluctant to buy even normal supplies because of the 
uncertain effect of ceiling prices on their sales, As a result, quantities of fish had to 
be carried over, and in some instances were offered at prices far below the wholesale ceil- 
ing levels, 


The increase in receipts probably would have been greater had some shippers in Connect- 
icut not been handicapped by temporary lack of motor transportation facilities, 


Receipts of bluefish and Spanish mackerel, while lighter than in December, were greatly 
in excess of receipts in January 1943. King mackerel receipts were slightly below a year 
earlier, but increased more than 200 percent over December 1943, 


Smelt, which comprised 9 percent of the total receipts, showed a gain of 109 percent 
over December 1943 and 91 percent over January 1943.

CHICAGO RECEIPTS DURING JANUARY INCREASE 14, PERCENT OVER 1943 


Receipts of fresh and frozen fishery products at Chicago during January were li, percent 
greater than in January 1943, but were 17 percent less than those for December, according 
to the Service's Market News office in Chicago, Decreases in shipments of fresh shrimp, 
frozen halibut, lake herring, and carp were largely responsible for the decline from Decem- 
ber, Among the leading items were pickerel (mostly Canadian imports), lake herring, lake 
trout, carp, and rosefish fillets, Manitoba was the leading source of supply, furnishing 
the local market with over a million pounds, Wisconsin, Massachusetts, and Minnesota fol- 
lowed in the order named, 
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Rail express receipts showed a consistent increase, gaining 16 percent over December, 
and 41 percent over January 1943; rail freight shipments declines 32 and 1 percent, respec- 
tively, for these periods; while use of motor trucks, now limited particularly to short 
hauls, increased 8 percent over January 1943 but declined 22 percent in comparison to De- 
cember,

SEATTLE RECEIPTS DECLINE IN JANUARY 


Total receipts of fresh and frozen fishery products at Seattle in January amounted to 
3,305,000 pounds, according to the Service's local Fishery Market News office, This re- 
presents a decrease of 38 percent compared with December 1943, A decline at this time of 
the year is normally experienced due to the seasonal closing of the salmon fishery and the 
restrictions imposed on other fisheries by winter weather, 


Compared with January 1943, receipts dropped 18 percent, Smaller shipments of frozen 
halibut, salmon, and sablefish from Alaska were the chief cause, Soupfin shark landings at 
Seattle were also considerably less, Receiptsof fresh-shucked Pacific oysters nearly tripled 
showing the greatest increase, War-time restrictions have prevented the canning of any 
Pacific oysters with the result that the entire catch is being taken by the fresh market,

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BILOXI PRICE DISPUTE CUTS GULF PRODUCTION IN JANUARY 


In January, due to inclement weather and the shrimp price dispute in Biloxi, Mississippi, 
the production of practically all fishery products in the Gulf area declined, according to 
the Service's New Orleans Market News office, The. only exception was oyster production which 
had a seasonal increase coincident to the beginning of oyster canning, Several oyster canning 
plants are operating under the Sea Food Inspection Service of the Foodand Drug Administration, 
Regulations are similar in nature to those which that agency has administered for shrimp 
canners for a number of years, It is expected thet more oyster canners will request this 
service as they get their plants into operation, (Fishery Market News, February 1944, p.31) 





The shrimp production decrease was due mainly to the price controversy in Biloxi, which 
tied up all fishing for over a month, 


With the increase in the number of new boats, it is expected that this year all produc- 
tion will surpass that of 1943, The demand for all fishery products is increasing steadily,

SCALLOP AND LEMON SOLE PRICES ADVANCED BY AMENDMENT 2] TO MPR-418 


Winter maximum prices of sea scallops and lemon sole at the fisherman's and the various 
wholesale levels were increased February 2, by the Office of Price Administration in line 
with a previous commitment of OPA to Boston fishermen, 


In the case of sea scallop meats, the fisherman's maximum price is increased fram 35 
cents a pound to 38 cents, In the case of lemon sole, round, the increase is from 11 cents 
to 16 cents a pound, The increases are for the period October through March in any year, 
The new ceilings represent weighted 1942 season averages, 


The increases, after they have passed through the various wholesale levels and the 
average retail mark-up, will be about 3 cents a pound to the ultimate consumer in the case 
of sea scallops; 5 cents a pound in the.case of lemon sole,round; and 16 cents a pound in 
the case of lemon sole fillet, 


The 1942 season average figures were used in establishing maximum prices when OPA's 
fish regulation was first issued last summer, In establishing winter prices for sea scallops 
and lemon sole, however, OPA went below the weighted avereges paid for these two fish in the 
winter of 1942, as calculated from the Fish and Wildlife Service Reports, This was done at 
the request of the Office of the Coordinator of Fisheries because OCF, interested in a large 
production of important species, did not want high prices for scallops and lemon sole to 
divert fishermen from the catch of more important species, 


Following protests from Boston fishermen and after consultation with OCF, it was decided 
that the pricing of sea scallops and lemon sole should be no different than that of other 
species, 
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The action eliminates the previous existing differences, 

OPA said that, in line with its established policy of reexamining maximum prices from 
time to time, the prices set for whiting, blackbacks and yellowtails would be checked again 
in the near future to determine whether they deviate fram the 1942 season averages, 


Amendment No, 21 to MPR-418--Fresh Fish and Seafood--became effective February 7, 1944.

REGIONAL ADMINISTRATOR PERMITTED TO SET FISH PRICES ON PACIFIC COAST BY AMDT, 22 TO MPR-418 


Authority of the Regional Administrator for OPA Region VIII (California, Washington and 
Oregon) to set maximum prices on otherwise uncontrolled fresh fish and seafood was broadened 
February 8, by the OPA, 


The new action permits the Regional head to set ceiling prices within the region for 
uncontrolled styles of dressings of fish and seafood species which now are under limited 
control on a national basis, 


Under this delegation, the Regional Administrator may now set maximum prices where 
"substantially all" instead of "all" the fish or seafood affected was during the year preced- 
ing the new order imported at or produced in Region VIII and consumed in the region, Thus, 
he may now determine maximum prices for fish and seafood which are almost entirely a local 
problem although some of it may have entered the United States elsewhere than in his region, 
The greater authority was granted, OPA said, inorder to avoid delay in transmitting informa- 
tion between the regional and national offices, thus permitting quicker action in handling 
@ perishable commodity, 


Amendment No,22 to MPR-i,18--Fresh Fish and Seafood--became effective February 12, 1944. 
An excerpt follows: 


The first sentence of paragraph (a) 
in section 20 is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


The Regional Administrator for Re- 
gion VIII may by order fix maximum 
prices for all types of sales of fresh fish

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SLICED CODFISH PRICES REDUCED IN AMENDMENT 23 TO MPR-416 


A reduction of 4 to 4$ cents per pound in the winter ceiling price and 3 cents per 
pound in the summer ceiling price of fresh sliced codfish was announced February 9 by the 
OPA, Although the rollback is at wholesale level, the consumer will receive the same reduc- 
tion per pound under the new system of cents-per-pound retail mark-ups for fresh fish, OPA 
said, , 


The price reduction followed a study revealing thet yields in sliced codfish are larger 
than they were estimated to be when the original ceilings were set and that, therefore, 
ceilings have been too high, 


One group of wholesalers, primary fish shippers, are given & reduction of 4 cents per 
pound in winter prices by the action, All other wholesale prices, however, are reduced by 
4% cents per pound, All wholesaler prices are reduced by 3 cents per pound on summer prices, 
Amendment No, 23 to MPR-4,18--Fresh Fish and Seafood--became effective February 14, 1944.

AMENDMENT 24 TO MPR-418 EFFECTIVE FEBRUARY 28 


Establishment of a 20 cents per pound producers' ceiling on all round chinook salmon, 
both on ocean-trolled and on catches from bays, streams and rivers of the States of Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington, except the Sacramento River catch, was announced February 22 
by the Office of Price Administration, The new price will be effective for the season, 
January through March, In addition, the OPA fixed all April prices for chinook salmon at 
the previously established May levels, These actions were taken in Amendment 2), to MPR-1,18-- 
Fresh Fish and Shelifish--effective February 28, 


OPA officials bélieve that the new price schedulg will provide an incentive to fisher- 
men during these months, in that prices are made higher during this period than et any other 
time of the year, Also, the action will, in effect, bring about a general retail price re- 
duction to the consumer of chinook salmon as a whole, since Columbia River production, which 
was greatest for this type of salmon during these months, was not previously under any form 
of price control, This is the first time all classifications of chinook salmon have been 
brought under price ceilings for this period, Formerly, only ocean-troll and a small per- 
centage of the seine chinook for these months was covered by the regulation, This action 
will help establish uniform prices for this salmon at all levels of distribution during 
these winter months, 


The previous price for large round troll chinook was 18} cents, and 22 cents for dram, 
uniform for the whole year, This did not take into consideration the higher prices that 
always existed during these winter months, according to OPA officials, The new price of 
20 cents per pound for round chinook and 21, cents for drawn is expected to increase produc- 
tion of this type of salmon, 


Steelhead salmon also was affected by the new emendment, Previously, no price existed 
for this type of salmon during the month of March, because generally no fishing for steelhead 
occurred during this month, The Jenuary and February price of 1023 cents formerly fixed for 
round steelhead, was found by OPA to be below the 1942 average for those months, The new 
schedule raises this price to 12 cents for January through March, 
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Because canning operations will start about a month earlier this year, all April prices 
have been made the same as previously fixed May prices, This was not done last year because 
at the time salmon prices were fixed for canning operations, no decision was reached as to

Steps were taken by the Office of Price Administration on February 29 to prevent ovsr- 
charges made to consumers of fresh seafood through certain evasionary practices on the part 
of several producers that were contrary to the previous practices of the industry, OPA's 
attention had been called to the fact that some producers were selling fresh sea scallops 
in the shell, contrary to the established practice of the industry to "shuck" scallops and 
sell the meat only, This evasion was made possible by the fact that OPA did not list sepa- 
rate ceiling prices for all styles of dressing of fresh fish and seafood, 


It is administratively too difficult, OPA said, to fix maximum prices for every con- 
ceivable style of dressing, However, the regulation was amended, effective March 6, 1944, 
to include a listing of maximum prices for all well-know and popular styles of dressings, 
and @ catch-all provision has been included to cover styles not listed, This states that 
the ceiling price, in the event there is a sale of seafood in a style of dressing other than 
one for which a separate ceiling is listed in the regulation, is the price listed for the 
lowest priced style of dressing for any seafood, Also if there is a sale of fresh fish or 
seafood in a size not listed in the regulation, the ceiling price for such sale is the price 











listed for the lowest priced size for the species, 


The amendment also ends the practice of producers and wholesalers making retail sales 


at uncontrolled prices, 


Producers and wholesalers who make retail sales now will have to 


take the mark-up allowed Group 3 and 4 stores in Maximum Price Regulation No, 507 (Ceiling 
Prices of Certain Fresh Fish and Seafood Sold at Retail) in making such sales, 


The record keeping provisions of the regulation also are amended to provide that the 
buyer and seller indicate on their records the size of the fish or seafood, and that the 
fish or seafood is fresh, The amendment also revokes the definition of "Round fish" found

February 1 holdings of fishery products in domestic cold-storage plents, which totaled 
85,859,000 pounds, were 1/4, percent less than those at the beginning of the year, although 
15 percent greater than the stocks held on February 1, 1943, according to data published in 
Current Fishery Statistics No, 107 by the Fish and Wildlife Service, While stocks of all 
important items except flounders decreased during January, the holdings of flounders, sea

DOMESTIC FREEZINGS DURING JANUARY GREATER THAN YEAR AGO 


(There were 8,481,000 pounds of fishery products frozen in United States cold-storage 
plants during January, according to Current Fishery Statistics No. 107, published by the 
Fish and Wildlife Service, This was somewhat less than the previous month but exceeded 
freezings for January 1943 by 26 percent or 1.7 million pounds, 
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Compared with December, all important items showed considerable declines except haddock 
fillets and flounders, Freezings of these two items had been light during December because 
of a tie-up of a portion of the New England fleet in a dispute over prices, Compared with 
January & year ago, freezings of all important items increased except haddock fillets, mack- 
erel, and whiting,

NEW YORK HOLDINGS DROP 6 PERCENT IN JANUARY 


Although the over-all holdings of fishery products in New York City's cold-storage 
warehouses showed 4 loss of only 6 percent in January, many of the leading species decreased 
to a larger extent, according to the Service's Market News office in that city, Butterfish, 
croaker, halibut, gray sea trout, and whiting led the declines because receipts of these 
fish were negligible, Salmon, although decreasing only 6 percent, was removed from cold- 
storage in large quantities, the withdrawals being compensated for by large shipments of 
frozen salmon into New York, Mullet showed the largest drop as commercial fishing for this 
species in Florida remained prohibited until the latter part of January, Yellowtail (dab), 
on the other hand, showed the largest increase because fishing vessels brought in heavy 
quantities of this species, while OPA retail ceiling prices going into effect the latter 
part of January made retailers reluctant to buy yellowtail, This caused heavy accumulations 
which had to be diverted to the freezers, Also showing large gains were southern species, 
such as Spanish mackerel and king mackerel, The lergest shipment of these fish in recent 
years was received in New York, Unusually heavy shipments of smelt into New York caused a 
large increase in that species and, according to yearly warehouse inventories, flounder 
fillets were also stored in larger quantities,

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BOSTON HOLDINGS DROP 27 PERCENT IN JANUARY 


Registering a decrease of 27 percent since December 29, the holdings of frozen fishery 
products in Boston cold-storage warehouses amounted to 8,517,000 pounds on January 26, accord- 
ing to the Service's Market News office in Boston, This figure, however, represents an 
increase of 5 percent when compared with the holdings on January 27, 1943. All important 
items dropped considerably fram the holdings on December 29, Rosefish fillets stocks fell

PILCHARD SEASON ENDS IN NORTHERN AND CENTRAL CALIFORNIA 


The pilchard, or California sardine, season ended February 15 in the Northern and Cen- 
tral districts of California, Catches in these two districts, centered at San Francisco Bay 
and Monterey, were substantially higher than a year ago, according to preliminary figures 
furnished by the California Sardine Products Institute and the California Division of Fish 
and Game, Fishingfor pilchard will continue in the Southern district, centered at San Pedro, 
until February 29, So far, the Southern district has fallen behind last year's production 
totals, 


As of January 29, the catch from all three districts for the season beginning in August 
totaled 454,566 tons, This compares with 458,903 tons for the same period in the previous 
season, The catch at San Francisco through January 29 was 125,721 tons as against 115,100 
for the previous season; at Monterey, 204,551 as against 157,520; and at San Pedro, 124,294 
compared with 186,283. 


An innovation near the end of the season in the San Francisco area was the use of Navy 
blimps to spot schools of fish, Under a plan worked out by 0.E. Sette, OCF area coordinator, 
with the Navy and Coast Guard, experienced sardine fishermen, nowmembers of the Coast Guard, 
have instructed crew membersof blimps in how to recognize schools of pilchards fram the air, 
The blimps do not make special surveys looking for fish, but crewmen keep a lookout on reg- 
ular patrol duties, When a school is sighted the size and direction of the school is noted 
and radioed to port, In one of the first trials of spotting fram blimps, 4 large school was 
sighted on January 15. Purse seiners hurried to the scene and that night took more than 4 
thousand tons of fish, In less than a week, over 6,000 tons had been caught, 


The January landings were considerably in excess of those of January 1943, permitting 
a sizable enlargement of the pack of canned sardines and the production of meal and oil 
over the earlier period, With this increase, the 1943-44 season was virtually at & par 
with the 1942-43 season at the end of January, A gain in the oil production was balanced 
by a slight reduction in canned sardine pack, while meal production remained virtually iden-

WFA LISTS GOVERNMENT CANNED FISH REQUIREMENTS FOR 1944-45 


Government war requirements for canned fish during the 1944-45 pack year will be slightly 
less than during the year ended February 29, the War Food Administration said February 29. 
Approximately the same quantity of salmon, but less of other types of canned fish will be 
needed, Government war needs include those of U.S, armed forces, U.S, allies, other friendly 
nations, U, S, territories and liberated areas, During the period March 1, 1944 through 
February 28, 1945, canners will be required to set aside for government purchase 60 percent 
of their pack of each species of salmon, except chum and steelhead, and 45 percent of the 
pack of pilchards, Atlantic sea herring, Atlantic mackerel and Pacific mackerel, The new 
percentages effective March 1, are contained in Amendment 2 to Food Distribution Order 44. 


Although there is a 5 percent increase in the war requirements for types of salmon 
other than chum and steelhead, total war requirements for all salmon during the 1944-45 pack 
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year will be approximately the quantity required in the 1943-44 pack year, -The government 
quota for other types of canned fish specified in the amendment to the order is 45 percent 
of the pack, or 10 percent less than required from the 1943 pack, After March 1, no shrimp 
or tuna fish need be reserved for government purchase, 


The remaining percentages of the pack may go to non-government agencies as soon as the 
availability for delivery of quota amounts reserved for government needs has been assured, 


During the 1943-44 pack year, government agencies reserved 55 percent of all salmon 
species, pilchards, Atlantic sea herring, Atlentic mackerel and Pacific mackerel , and shrimp, 
The remaining amounts went to non-government agencies, 


The quota period system has been dropped under the new amendment, 


The original order 


authorized packers to set their own quota periods during which the proper amounts were de- 
livered to government and non-government receivers but the order amendment provides a means 
for concurrent deliveries of government and non-government quotas, 


The production of canned fish during the 194/,-45 pack year is expected to consist of 
5,800,000 cases of salmon and 5,425,000 cases of pilchards, herring and mackerel. The amend- 
ment is intended to reserve 3,115,000 cases of salmon and 2,315,000 cases of pilchards, 
herring and mackerel for government war agencies, The quantities reserved, along with exist- 
ing inventories, are sufficient to meet government requirements known at this time,

RESTRICTIONS ON 1944 PACK OF CANNED 
FISH 


Food Distribution Order No. 44 issued 
by the Secretary of Agriculture on April 
1, 1943, as amended (8 F.R. 4227, 8797), 
is further amended to read as follows: 


§ 1465.20 Allocation of 1944 pack of 
canned fish—(a) Definitions. When 
used in this order, unless otherwise dis- 
tinctly expressed or manifestly incom- 
patible with the intent hereof: 

(1) The term “canner” means any 
person who is the first owner of canned 
fish 


(2) The term “canned fish” means fish 
which have been packed in the Conti- 
nental United States or in the Terri- 
tory of Alaska for commercial purposes 
in hermetically sealed metal or glass con- 
tainers and sterilized in the containers 
by the use of heat. 

(3) The term “person” means any in- 
dividual, partnership, association, busi- 
ness trust, corporation, or any organized 
group of persons, whether incorporated 
or not. 

(4) The term “pack” means the total 
amount, by net weight, of canned fish 
of the respective class of fish designated 
in (b) (1) hereof, packed during the 
period from March 1, 1944, to February 
28, 1945, inclusive. 

(5) The term “Director” means the 
Director of Food Distribution, War Food 
Administration, 

(6) The term “governmental agency” 
means the Office of Distribution, War 
Food Administration, or any other agency 
or instrumentality of the United States 
designated by the Director. 

(7) The term “delivery to govern- 
mental agencies” means the transfer of 
title of the canned fish to any govern- 
mental agency; and such delivery may 
be evidenced by execution of bii of 
lading, receipt, or other document ac- 
ceptabie to the Director or the designatea 
governmental agency. 





b) Restrictions on canners. (1) No 
canner may deliver any part of his pack 
of any class of the fish designated herein 
packed by the respective canner at any 
time during the period from March 1, 
1944, to February 28, 1945, inclusive, ex- 
cept as permitted by the provisions of 
this order. The fish subject to the pro- 
visions of this order are, by classes, as 
follows:

(2) Sixty percent of each canner’s 
pack of canned fish of each class num- 
bered 1 to 4, inclusive, designated in (b) 
(1) hereof, and 45 percent of each can- 
ner’s pack of canned fish of each class 
numbered 5 to 8, inclusive, designated 
in (b) (1) hereof, is hereby established 
as each cannecr’s quota for délivery to 
governmental agencies and no canner

(4) For each 45 pounds of canned fish 
of each class numbered 5 to 8, inclusive, 
designated in (b) (1) hereof, which a 
canner has delivered to governmental 
agencies or for which he has submitted 
to a governmental agency a written 
tender of delivery in compliance with a 
written contract between the canner and 
such governmental agency, such canner 
may deliver 55 pounds of the same class 
of canned fish to persons other than gov- 
ernmental agencies: Provided, That, 
prior to the time of each such tender, 
the canner has obtained, with respect to 
the canned fish so tendered, an inspec- 
tion certificate, issued by an inspection 
service approved by the governmental 
agency to which the tender has been 
made, which indicates that the respec- 
tive quantity of canned fish so tendered 
meets all the specifications set forth in 
the said canner's contract for the respec- 
tive class of canned fish so tendered.

(h) Petition for relief from hardship.

WORKERS TO BE RECRUITED FOR CANNING PLANTS

The War Manpower Commission in cooperation with the canning industry plans to recruit 
500,000 workers this year to make sure that all available food is processed for military and 
civilian use, Paul V, McNutt, WMC cheirman, announced February 3, Mr. McNutt said goals 
which have been fixed for canned fruits and vegetables will make it necessary to recruit 
half a million workers, full and part-time, at the height of the food processing season, 


"We are submitting our recruiting plans to canners and to our own personnel of the WMC 
United States Employment Service in 25 States, We will be ready to supply workers when the 
earliest food processing begins in the spring, These plans will be submitted to the National 
Canners' Association at the convention which it will hold later this month in Chicago, Last 
season the USES worked in close cooperation with the canning industry, with 541,928 placements 
being made in food processing during the first 11 months of 1943. In some cases, workers 
were placed in more than one canning job during the season, so the number of individuals for 
whom employment was found was less than the placement total, At the height of the canning 
season of 19,3 about 500,000 persons were employed in food processing, With larger goals 
of canned goods fixed for this year we shall need a greater number of workers at the height 
of the season, We propose to find those workers and to make sure that this year, as last, 
there is no wasting of food because manpower can not be supplied for the processors," Mr, 
McNutt said, 
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PICKLED ICELAND HERRING PRICES REGULATED BY MPR-512 


Iceland Matjes and Headless herring were placed under dollars-and-cents ceilings by 
the OPA February 16, in an action (Maximum Price Regulation No,512--Iceland Herring--effec- 
tive February 21) which irons out the price differentials previously existing among importer- 
wholesalers of these products, This leveling-out of prices prevailing prior to the new 
regulation has been determined by averaging out the March 1942 ceiling prices, While this 
action will be of value to the importer-wholesaler who has been operating under a low maxi- 
mum selling price, prices to the consuming public will not be affected, 


The March 1942 ceilings showed sufficient uniformity to permit OPA to establish a re- 
liable average, The normal differentials between the 250-pound barrel and the 125-pound 
barrel, have been preserved in the new regulation, 


On service and delivery sales to retailers the OPA has taken the average differential 
of $4.50 per barrel and arrived at the ceiling prices by adding this to the ceiling barrel 
prices, and by the addition of $2,25 to the ceiling on the half barrel, In addition, the 
OPA has established prices for cash and carry sales to retailers by importer-wholesalers, 
Though few of these sales ordinarily take place it was deemed advisable to establish prices 





for this type of sale,

VITAMIN A SUPPLIES ALLOCATED BY WPB 


Vitamin A, the "anti-infection" vitamin, which is also used in overcoming night blind- 
ness, was placed under allocation for the first time February 28 by the War Production Board 
Chemicals Division, Officials explained the move would have no great effect on the public 
in the near future, The action was taken to insure equitable distribution of the vitamin 
in the face of mounting demand, This increase in demand will exceed the volume of new sup- 
plies and make it necessary to draw on reserve, it was explained, Vitamin A occurs naturally 
in fish liver oils. 


Four synthetic vitamins already are under allocation, These are Vitamin C, Vitamin B-l, 
Vitamin B-2, and nicotinic acid, which is one of the B complex vitemins, Cod liver oil and 
tuna liver oil are not affected by the new order No, M-373. Vitamin A in standard dosage 
forms, or in food and feed compounds, is also exempted,

VITAMIN A 


The fulfillment of requirements for the 
defense of the United States has created 
a shortage in the supply of Vitamin A 
for defense, for private account and for 
export; and the following order is 
deemed necessary and appropriate in the 
public interest and to promote the na- 
tional defense:

(a) Definitions. (1) “Vitamin A” means 
vitamin A derived from or contained in

A supplier who also exports Vitamin 
A shall treat his export operations as a 
separate entity from his other operations 
for the purpose of this order. 

(4) “Use” means the incorporation of 
Vitamin A into pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions, feeds, foods and the like, and in- 
cludes blending and concentrating Vita- 
min A and the packaging of Vitamin A 
into retail pharmaceutical units. Au- 
thorization to use Vitamin A for any 
purpose carries with it authorization to 
perform all intermediate operations. 

(5) “Unit of measure” is expressed in 
terms of USP-XII units of Vitamin A de- 
termined either on the basis of animal 
assay or spectrophotometric analysis.

(b) Restrictions on acceptance of de- 
livery. During the period from Febru- 
ary 28 to March 31, 1944, inclusive, no 
person shall accept delivery of more than 
500,000,000 USP-XII units of Vitamin A 
in the aggregate from all suppliers, ex- 
cept Vitamin A in transit consigned to 
him on February 28, 1944, or except as 
specifically authorized in writing by the 
War Production Board upon application 
pursuant to Appendix B. 

(c) Restrictions on delivery. No sup- 
plier shall deliver Vitamin A which he 
knows or has reason to believe would be 
accepted in violation of paragraph (b) 
above. 

(d) Restrictions on use. During the 
period from February 28 to March 31. 
1944, inclusive, no person shall use more 
Vitamin A than 12% of the quantity 
which he used during ali of 1943, except 
as specifically authorized in writing by 
the War Production Board upon appli- 
cation pursuant to Appendix B. In 
computing quantities used currently and 
during the base period, exclude quan- 
tities used in fulfillment of U. 8S.

STORAGE CHARGES ON FISH OILS MAY BE ADDED TO MAXIMUM PRICES 


Storage charges on fish oils that have actually been stored by the Office of Distribu- 
tion of the War Food Administration may be added to established maximum prices on sales to 
war industries, the OPA said February 9, 


Although the addition of these charges represents an increase in ceiling prices, it 
will not represent any increase in actual cost to the buyer, who in normal times would have 
bought his ownfish oils and incurred similar storage expenses until the oils were put to use, 


The Office of Distribution of the War Food Administration has accumulated stockpiles of 
these oils which they sell to selected users for essential war production as the immediate 


OPA said that the slight increase in ceiling prices can readily be absorbed by the 
buyers of these oils, and will not result in any increases in the ceiling prices of the 
commodities whose manufacture requires the use of these oils, 


An excerpt 


Because of an improvement in sperm oil supplies, the War Food Administration on Feb- 
ruary 19 freed it for essential uses and eliminated restrictions on its processing and de- 
livery. The oil has been regulated since late in 1941, Until November 1943, it was allocated 
More liberal quantities were granted at that time 
An amendment to the sperm oil order (Food Distribution Order No, 37), 
effective February 18, 1944 frees the oil for use in the manufacture of lubricants or lubri- 
cant additives, cutting oils or cutting compounds, grinding oils, duplicating stencils, 
hectograph carbons, carbon papers, mimeograph inks, and typewriter ribbon ink, 
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The amended order, however, provides that manufacturers using more than 2,000 pounds 
of sperm oil per month in the manufacture of cutting oils or cutting compounds shall not, 
unless specifically authorized, make oils or compounds which contain sperm oil in excess of 
65 percent (by weight) of the fatty oil content of the products, 


Manufacturers desiring to use the oil for purposes not specifically mentioned in the 
order should apply for authorization to the Director of Food Distribution, War Food Adminis- 
tration, Washington 25, D, C, Applications for such authorization should be filed on Form 
FDA-4,78 by the 15th of the month preceding the month in which the oil is to be used, 


All persons using in excess of 500 pounds of sperm oil in any calender month--in the 
manufacture of any product--now are required to report their uses on Form BM-1 to the Bureau 
of the Census, Washington 25, D, C. Specific instructions in the order govern the entries 
to be made in filing this report, 


The amendment also changes the definition of sperm oil to include technical oleyl alcohol 
derived fram sperm oil. This definition follows: 


The term “sperm oil" means that oil obtained from the sperm whale, including, but not limited 
to, head oil, body oil, or combined head and body oil. ‘The term also includes sperm oil which has 
been winterized, pressed, distilled, deodorized, sulphonated, sulphurized, sulfo-chlorinated, sul- 
phated, blown, or otherwise physically or chemically treated, including technical oleyl alcohol de- 
rived from sperm oil, but excluding crude and refined spermaceti and sulphated technical oleyl al- 
cohol derived from sperm oil,

A amall drop in wholesale all-food prices from mid-December to mid-January was accom- 
panied by similar declines in retail prices of fishery commodities in this period, according 
to the Bureau of Labor Statistics, Fishery items for which wholesale indexes are available 
were unchanged due to operation of fixed ceiling prices, while retail prices, under more 
complex influences, showed minor decreases, 


Compared to 12 months earlier, retail prices for fish in large cities increased con- 
siderably, although the all-foods index advanced only 2,3 percent,
